On  the  representat,ion  to  us  made  by  Jacques  Pottier,  Sieur  de  St.  Denis,  that  having  been 
.nformed  of  the  good  quality  of  the  lands  adjoining  the  River  St.  John,  and  that  they  are 
capable  of  producing  gram  of  every  kind  in  abundance,  and  becoming  proHUble  to  those  who

We  do  hereby  make  known  that  whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  us  by  Zacarie  Dupuy 
Esqu:re;  Major,  of  Montreal,  that  he  has  heretofore  obtained  from  Mr.  Collier   Attorney 
of  Messire  Alexandre  Le  Bagois,  Sieur  de  Bretounilliers,  Superior  of  the  Seminary  of  St 
Sulp.ce,  Seigniors  of  the  Island  of  Montreal  aforesaid,  a  grant  cf  eight  arpents  in  front  on 
the  River  St.  Lawrence,  at  the  foot  of  the  St.  Louis  llapids,  with  the  right  of  iishing  op- 
posite thereto  ;  but  having  learned  that  the  right  to  the  fisheries  could  be  granted  only  by 
His  Majesty,  and  besides,  that  opposite  his  said  grant,  in  the  River  St.  Lawrence   there

On  what  has  been  represented  to  us  by  the  Huron  Indians  settled  at  Lorette,  through 
the  Jesuit  Father  Decouvert,  their  missionary,  who  spoke  for  them,  that  since  several 
years  they  perceive  that  the  land  at  Lorette  aforesaid  is  totally  worn  out  and  that  it 
cannot  any  longer  supply  their  sustenance  and  especially  the  present  year,  in  which  they  have 
reaped  Indian  corn  to  last  only  until  Christmas,  which  circumstance  has  forced  them  to  seek  in 
the  depth  of  the  neighbouring  woods  a  spot  which  might  suit  them,  which  they  have  found,  but 
they  have  learned  at  the  same  time  that  Guillaume  Bonhomme,  an  inhabitant,  and  the  Sieur 
Peuvret,  the  son,  both  pretend  to  be  proprietors  thereof  as  having  had  the  same  conceded 
to  them  in  fief ;  the  contestation  existing  between  the  said  Sieur  Peuvret  and  the  said  Bon- 
homme hinders  them  from  cutting  down  the  wood  in  order  to  prepare  for  sowmg  next

THE   REVD.   JESUIT   FATHERS. 

Hector  de  CALi.ifcRE,  Knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Louis,  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Ge- 
neral for  the  King  over  the  whole  of  North  France  ; 

Jean  Bochart,  Knight,  Seignior  of  Champigny,  Noroy  and  other  places,  Councillor  to 
the  King  in  his  Councils,  Intendant  of  Justice,  Police  and  Finances  in  the  said 
Country. 

Considering  the  petition  presented  to  us  by  tlie  Reverend  Father  Martin  Bouvart,  Supe- 
rior of  the  Society  of  Jesus  in  this  country,  and  Father  Francois  Vaillant  its  procurator, 
praying  that  we  might  be  pleased  to  transfer  to  them  as  their  own  property  the  fief,  land  and 
seigniory  of  Sillery,  which  they  now  enjoy  only  as  administrators  of  the  property  belonging 
to  the  Christian  Indiuns,to  whom  the  said  fief  had  been  granted  by  His  Majesty  in  the  mouth 
of  July  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  one,  and  which  the  said  Indians  have  been  oMiged 
to  abandon  ten  or  twelve  years  since,  to  go  and  establish  themselve  elswhere,  as  -.veil  because 
the  soil  under  culture  was  entirely  worn  out,  as  because  the  fire  wood,  which  has  been  cut 
for  forty  years,  is  now  very  far  from  their  residence,  and  also  lo  transfer  to  them  as  their 
own  property  and  in  fief  four  perches  of  land  in  front  fay  eight  in  depth,  conceded  by  the 
l«te  M.  De  Montmagny,  and  an  augmentation  of  forty  toises  square,  conceded  by  the  late 
M.  Daillebout,  both  Governors  General   of  this  country,  to  the  late  Pachiriny,  an  Indian 
Chief  at  the  place  called  Three  Rivers,  of  wliich  the  said  Jesuits,  as  guardians  and  adminis- 
trators of  the   property  of  the  said  Pachiriny,  have  granted,  since  more  than  forty  years, 
deeds  of  concession  to  divers  French  individuals  to  occupy  them  and  erect  buildings  thereon 
as  they  have   done,  for  a  small  rent,  which  said  Pachiriny  is  deceased,  and  the  said  Jesuit 
Fathers  have  remained  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  said  tracts  of  land,  whereof  they  now  pray 
us  to  grant  them  a  title  of  concession  ;  and  being  fully  informed  of  the  good  intentions  of 
the  said  Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  of  the  gifts  and  great  spiritual  and  temporal 
assistance  which  they  render  to  the  Indians  cf  this  country,  and  of  the  great  care  which  they 
have  taken  and  of  the  heavy   expenses  which   they   have  incurred  in  order  to  maintain  the 
missions  amongst  the  said  Indians,  and  labour  efficiently  for  their  salvation,  and  particularly 
with  regard  to  tbo^^e  who  were  settled  ?.t  Sillery  aforesaid^  for  whon?,  since  they  left  that 
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place,  they  have  bought  at  their  owu  expense  other  lands  in  divers  places  in  this  country 
with  the  view  of  establishing  them  thereon,  without  which  they  would  have  dispersed ; 

For  these  reasons,  We  have  given,  granted  and  conceded  to  the  said  Jesuit  Fathers  as 
their  own  property  the  said  fief,  land  and  seigniory  of  Sillery,  of  one  league  in  width  on  the 
River  St.  Lawrence,  by  one  league  and  a  half  or  thereabouts  in  depth,  running  as  far  as  the 
seigniory  of  St.  Gabriel  which  bounds  it  in  the  rear,  commencing  on  the  north  east  side  at 
the  Pointe  de  Puisscaux  and  on  the  south  west  side  at  a  line  which  divides  it  from  the  fief 
Gaudarv.lle,  which  lines  have  been  drawn,  the  one  about  r.venty-five  years  ago,  and  the 
other  about  forty,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  formeriy  granted  to  the  said  Indians,  to 
enjoy  the  whole  as  a  true  fief,  held  only  of  the  King,  with  the  right  of  superior,  mean  and 
mferior  jurisdiction  (fiaute,  otwyenne  et  basse  justke),  as  they  now  hold  all  the  other  lands 
which  His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  grant  them  in  this  country  ; 

And  we,  also,  grant,  give  and  concede  under  the  same  title  of  fief  and  with  the  same  rights 
and  privileges  as  above  specified,  the  said  four  perches  of  land  in  front  by  eight  in  depth 
conceded  by  the  late  M.  De  Montmagny,  and  the  twenty  square  toiscs  of  augmentation 
conceded  by  the  late  M.  Dailleboust,  both  governors  general  of  this  country,  to  the  said  late 
Pachirigny,  Indian  chief  ;  the  whole  to  be  enjoyed  by  them  as  their  own  property  for  ever, 
agreeably  to  the  Custom  of  Paris,  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  appeals  from'  the  juris-' 
diction  of  Sillery  aforesaid  shall  lie  before  the  lieutenant  general  of  the  provostship  of  Quebec, 
and  that  the  said  Jesuit  Fathers  shall  be  bound  to  have  these  presents  ratified  by  His  Ma- 
jesty within  one  year.

abandonment  of  the  same  which  had  been  made  to  him  by  the  Reverend  Father  Dablom

On  the  representations  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  Fort  Pontchartrain,  at  the  straits  of 
Lake  Eri6,  to  Messrs.  de  Boishebert,  captain  of  a  company  of  the  detachment  of  marines, 
heretofore  commanding  at  the  said  Fort  Pontchartrain,  and  P6an,  Knight  of  the  Military 
Order  of  St.  Louis,  major  of  the  town  and  government  of  Quebec,  at  present  commanding 
at  the  said  fort,  and  which  they  have  reported  to  us,  stating  that  until  this  time  they  had 
not  dared  to  commence  clearmg  and  setUing  on  the  lands  at  the  said  place,  because  they 
had  no  titles  to  guarantee  them  the  possession  of  the  same  ;  that  if  it  were  our  pleasure  to 
grant  them  title-deeds,  they  would  not  only  be  enabled  to  work  without  running  the  risk  of 
being  troubled,  but  also  that  their  labor  would  be  considerably  advantageous  by  procuring 
at  the  said  place  an  abundance  of  food,  which  would  serve  to  furnish  an  easy  subsistence, 
as  well  to  the  garrison  as  to  the  inhabitants  and  travellers  ;  in  consideration  thereof,  and

from  His  Majesty  a  patent  of  confirmation  of  the  same  within  two  years;  the  whole  on  pain 
of  nullily  of  these  presents.

The  Sieur  Thomas  Tarieu  de  la  Peirade,  retired  lientenant  of  the  troops  kept  in  this 
country,  having  petitioned  His  Majesty  for  the  ratification  of  two  concessions,  one  of  which 
had  been  granted  to  Dame  Marguerite  Denis,  mother  of  said  Sieur  de  la  Peirade,  on  the 
9th  day  of  March  1697,  by  Messieurs  le  comte  de  Frontenac  and  Champigny,  the  other 
to  the  said  Sieur  de  la  Peirade  by  Messieurs  le  chevalier  de  Calli6re  and  de  Champigny 
on  the  4th  day  of  October  1700,  and  His  Majesty  having  judged  proper  to  delay  the 
granting  of  the  said  ratification  thus  prayed  for,  until  he  should  have  received  our  advice  on 
what  might  have  any  relation  to  the  said  two  concessions,  as  Monsieur  le  comte  de  Mau- 
repas,  minister  and  secretary  cf  state,  made  it  kno^vn  to  us  by  his  letter  dated  at  Ver- 
sailles, 21st  April  1733,  we  therefore,  after  having  examined  the  title-deeds  of  the  said 
Sieur  de  la  Peirade,  sent  our  advice  to  His  Majesty,  advising  that  the  grant  of  the  9tli 
day  of  March  1697  should  be  annulled,  as  its  limits  and  boundaries  are  the  same  as  those 
of  the  concession  of  1700,  for  which  the  said  Sieur  de  la  Peirade  has  performed  fealty 
and  homage  {foi  et  hommage),  and  besides  to  grant  to  the  said  Sieur  de  la  Peirade  another 
concession  of  three  leagues  of  land  in  depth,  in  rear  and  by  the  same  front  as  the  aforesaid 
concession  of  1700 ;  in  answer  to  which  advice  Monsieur  le  comte  de  Maurepas  made 
known  to  us  by  another  letter  of  the  twentieth  day  of  April  last,  that  His  Majesty  had 
approved  the  above  proposed  arrangement ; 

We,  in  execution  of  His  Majesty's  orders,  have  suppressed  and  annulled  the  aforesaid 
concession  of  the  9th  day  of  March  1697,  and  have  granted  and  do  grant  to  the  said  Sieur 
Tarieu  de  la  Peirade  an  extent  of  three  leagues  of  land  in  depth,  to  be  taken  in  rear  and  by 
the  same  width  as  the  concession  of  the  30tb  October  1700  ;  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same 
unto  the  said  Sieur  de  la  Peirade  in  fee,  under  the  title  of  fief  and  seigniory,  vith  the  right  of 
superior,  mean  and  inferior  jurisdiction,  (haute,  moyennc  et  basse  justice)^  aud  that  of  hunt- 
ing, fishing  and  trading  with  the  Indians  over  tlie  whole  extent  of  the  saiil  conc(  "ion ; 
subject  to  the  performance  of  fealty  and  homage  at  the  Castle  of  St.  Louis  in  Quebec,  muter 
the  customary  rights  and  dues  agreeably  to  tlie  Custom  of  Paris  followed  in  this  country , 
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that  the  appeals  from  the  judge  who  may  be  established  at  the  said  place  shall  lie  before 
the  royal  jurisdiction  of  Three  Rivers ;  on  condition  that  he  shall  preserve  and  cause  to  be 
preserved  by  his  tenants  the  oak  timber  fit  for  the  building  of  His  Majesty's  ships ;  that  he 
shall  give  notice  to  the  King  or  to  us  and  our  successors  of  the  mines,  ores  and  minerals 
which  may  be  found  within  the  extent  of  the  said  grant ;  that  he  shall  keep  house  and  home 
(feu  et  lieu)  thereon,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  kept  by  his  tenants  within  a  year  and  a  day  ; 
that  he  shall  leave  and  cause  to  be  left  on  the  said  concession  the  King's  highways  and' 
other  roadways  which  may  be  judged  necessary  for  the  public  use,  and  cause  the  same 
conditions  to  be  inserted  in  the  concessions  which  he  may  make  to  his  tenants,  subject  to 
the  customary  cens  et  rentes  and  dues  for  each  arpent  of  land  in  front  by  forty  in  depth  • 
the  whole  under  the  pleasure  of  His  Majesty  by  whom  he  shall  be  held  to  have  these 
presents  only  confirmed,  as  the  concession  of  1700  has  been  confirmed  by  a  patent  from  His 
Majesty  of  the  22th  day  of  May  1701,  which  he  has  exhibited  to  us.

Chaules  Marquis  de  Beauharnois,  Commander  of  the  military  order  of  St.  Louis 
Governor  and  Lieutenant  General  for  the  King  in  New  France  and  the  province  of 
Louisiana  ; 

GiLi.ES  HocQUART,  Knight,  King's  Councillor,  Tntendant  of  Justice,  Police  and  Finances 
in  the  said  countries.

On  the  petition  presented  to  us  by  the  Sicur  Faucault,  councillor  in  the  supreme  council  of 
Quebec,  first  clerk  of  the  navy,  stating  that  by  our  ordinance  of  the  tenth  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  seven   hundred  and   forty-ono,  we  have  declared   several  of  the  grantees  of  tlw. 
lands  on  Lake  Champlain  to  have  forfeited  all  rights  of  property  of  the  said  lands,  and  still 
having  some  regard    to  the   representations   made  by  some  of  the   said  grantees,   we  have 
reserved  to  ourselves,  under  the  pleasure  of  His  Majesty,  to  grant  new  titles  of  concession 
to  such  of  the  said  grantees  as  would   satisfy  us,  within  one  year,  that  they    had  seriously, 
by  expending  money  and  working   effectually,   improved  a  considerable  portion  of  the  said 
lands  during  the  said  year,  after  which  time,  in  virtue  and  in  execution  of  our  said  ordinance 
and  without  any  other  biiing  necessary,  the  said  lands  would  be  conceded  to  such  persons  and

Seeing  the  petition  presented  to  us  by  the  Sieur  Foucault,  councillor  in  the  supreme 
council  of  Quebec,  first  clerk  of  the  navy,  stating  that  on  the  representation  which  he  had 
made  to  us  during  last  year  of  the  expences  incurred  and  the  work  performed  by  him  on  a 
concession  wliich  was  granted  to  him  along  the  River  Chainbly,  at  Lake  Champlain,  the 
3rd  April  1733,  confirmed  by  His  Majesty  the  6th  April  1734,  and  reunited  to  his  domain 
by  our  ordinance  of  the  10th  May  1741,  we  were  pleased  to  grant  and  concede  to  him 
de  novoy  on  the  first  of  May  1743,  the  same  land  and  moreover  one  league  in  front  of 
augmentation  by  the  same  depth,  to  be  taken  at  the  eid  of  the  said  two  leagues,  ascending 
the  said  River  Chambly  ;  that  he  the  petitioner,  in  order  to  give  His  Majesty  new  proofs

On  the  petition  which  has  been  made  to  us  by  Robert  Navarre,  an  inhabitant  of  Fort  Pont-

also  the  ungranted  lands  ; 

We,  in  virtue  of  the  power  jointly  entrusted  to  us  by  His  Majesty,  have  given,  granted 
and  conceded,  and  by  these  presents  do  give,  grant  and  concede  under  the  title  of  cen£  et 
rentes,  from  henceforth  for  ever,  unto  the  said  Robert  Navarre,  for  him,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  a  tract  of  land  situate  on  the  straits  of  Lake  £ri6,  alone^  the  River  k  Campau, 
containing  three  acres  in  front  by  forty  in  depth,  bounded  b)  the  limes  hereinabove 
described  ;  to  hold,  enjoy,  and  dispose  of  the  same  by  the  said  Navarre,  his  heirs  and 
assigns  under  the  following  charges,  clauses  and  conditions,  to  wit  :  that  the  said  Navarre, 
his  heirs  and  assigns  shall  be  held  to  carry  their  grain  to  be  ground  at  the  banal  mill 
as  soon  as  there  shall  be  one  established,  on  pain  of  the  confiscation  of  the  said  graia 
and  of  an  arbitrary  fine  ;  that  he  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  thereon  house  and  home 
{feu  et  lieu)  within  one  year  at  the  latest ;  that  he  shall  open  the  clearings  of  his  neigh- 
bours as  they  may  require  it  ;  that  he  shall  cultivate  the  said  land,  leave  therein  the  road- 
ways which  may  be  judged  necessary  to  the  public  ;  that  he  shall  make  the  division  fences 
(clotures  mitoyennes)  as  it  shall  be  settled  ;  that  he  shall  pay  each  year  to  the  receiver  of 
His  Majesty's  domain,  or  to  the  said  receiver's  clerk  who  shall  reside  at  Detroit,  one  sd  of

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«cie9,  making  for  the  said  three  arpents  in  front  by  forty  in  depth  three  sols  of  cem  and  fix 
hvres  of  rente,  and  moreover  three  fourths  of  a  bushel  of  wheat  for  the  said  three  arpenb 
the  whole  payable  every  year  on  the  festival  day  of  St.  Martin ;  the  first  year  whereoi 
shall  become  due  on  the  eleventh  day  of  November  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty 
eight,  and  thus  continue  from  year  to  year  ;  the  said  cens  bearing  profit  of  lods  et  ventes 
difaut  et  amende,  and  all  other  royal  and  seigniorial  rights  as  the  case  may  occur' 
agi  ?eably  to  the  Custom  of  the  provostship  and  viscounty  of  Paris :  it  shall  however  be  at  the 
said  Navarre's  option  to  pay  the  three  sds  o(  cens  and  six  Hvres  of  rentes  in  furs,  at  the 
price  of  Detroit,  until  a  current  money  shall  have  been  established  ;  reserving  on  the  said 
land  in  the  King's  name  all  the  timber  which  His  Majesty  may  require  for  the  framing 
and  building  of  ships  and  forts  which  he  may  be  hereafter  built,  as  well  as  the  property  of  the 
mmes,  cres  and  minerals,  if  any 'be  found  within  the  extent  of  the  said  concession,  and  the 
said  Navarre,  his  heirs  and  assigns  shall  be  held  to  cause  the  said  concession  to  be  imme- 
diately sun'eyed,  measured  and  bounded  in  its  whole  width  and  depth  at  his  expense,  and  exe- 
cute the  clauses  mentioned  in  the  present  title-deed,  and  take  a  patent  of  confirmation  by 
His  Majesty  within  two  years  :  the  whole  on  pain  of  nullity  of  these  presents.

This  14th  day  of  August  1676,  in  the  forenoon,  at  our  hotel  in  the  town  of  Three

in  all  New  France,  and  that  the  appeals  from  the  judges  who  may  be  appointed  for  the  above 
conceded  places  shall  lie  immediately  (micmcnt)  before  the  parliament  and  supreme  court 
which  shall  hereafter  be  erected  in  the  name  of  the  said  company  at  Quebec  or  elsewhere  in 
New  France ;  and  moreover,  neither  the  said  Sieur  Giffard,  nor  his  heirs  and  assigns,  nor

Commanding  Monsieur  de  P  lontmagny,  governor  of  Quebec  for  the  King  and  for  our 
company,  to  put  the  said  Sieur  Giffard  in  possession  of  the  above  conceded  lands  and  places, 
and  to  grant  him  the  patents  and  appoint  the  limits  of  the  same,  and  to  certify  the  company 
thereof  by  a  report  (procis-verbcU)  to  be  sent  by  the  return  of  the  first  ships.

the  end  of  that  which  belongs  to  the  iSieur  Juchereau  de  la  Fert6,  running  towards  ilie 
River  Jacques  Cartier,  bounded  on  one  side  to  the  south-west  by  Monsieur  Dtipont,  coun- 
cillor in  the  supreme  council  of  this  country,  and  on  the  other  side,  to  the  nor(h-easl,  by 
Monsieur  DeMenu,  clerk  of  the  said  council,  at  one  end,  towards  the  south-east,  by  the  said 
Sieur  de  la  Fert^,  and  at  the  other  end,  towards  the  north-west,  by  the  said  river ;  the  said 
tract  of  land  containing  about  one  league  in  front  by  two  leagues  or  thereabouts  in  depth 
inland,   together  with  the  right  of  hunting  and  fishing  over  the  said  extent ;

As  the  causes  and  reasons  for  which  we  have  desired  the  charge  and  power  which  His 
Majesty  1ms  entrusted  to  us  over  the  lands  and  countries  of  New  France,  have  been  that 
we  might  use  all  our  care  and  authority  so  to  manage  the  affairs  thereof  that  the  Chi-istian, 
Catholic,  Apostolic  and  Roman  Faith  and  Religion  might  be  therein  received,  embraced 
and  praotised  by  the  Savages  of  those  places,  who  have  not  hitherto  had  any  knowledge  of 
the  true  God  ;  and  as  the  Reverend  Fathers  of  the  Society  and  Company  of  Jesus  are 
ready  to  contribute  to  such  a  praiseworthy  and  holy  undertaking  as  far  as  may  depend  on 
their  piety,  industry,  science,  experience,  skill  and  zeal  usual  on  such  occasions,  by  sending 
for  that  purpose  to  the  said  country  a  good  number  of  their  Fathers  to  baptize,  teach  and 
instruct  the  said  Savages ;  therefore,  and,  in  order  the  butter  to  enable  them  so  to  do, 

We,  in  virtue  of  the  power  whinb  the  King  has  given  us  over  the  lands  situate  in  the 
said  countries  of  New  France  aforesaid,  have,  to  the  said  Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus, 
given,  and  by  these   presents  do  give,  as  a  perpetual  and   irrevocable   donation,  in  the 
neig  iborhood  of  the   settlement  of  the  Fort  of  Quebec   in  New  France   aforesaid,  an 
pv^.nt  of  four  leagues  of  land  running  towards  the  Western  Mountains,  or  thereabouts, 
situated  partly  on  the  Pviver  St.  Charles,  partly  on  the  great  River  St.  Lawrence,  bounded 
on  one  side  by  the  river  called  Ste.

The  desire  of  well  establishing  the  colony  of  New  France  making  us  seek  such  persons  as 
are  capable  of  contributing  thereto,  and  grateful  for  the  assistance  which  the  Reverend  Fa- 
thers of  the  Society  of  Jesus  have  given  us  in  this  praiseworthy  undertaking,  who  still  peril 
daily  their  lives  to  bring  the  people  of  the  said  New  France  to  the  knowledge  of  the  true 
God,  and  to  the  uses  of  a  more  civilized  life  ; 

Therefore,  and  in  order  to  afford  them  a  place  of  abode  close  to  the  settlements  which 
we  may  form  in  New  France,  we,  in  virtue  of  the  power  entrusted  to  us  by  His  Majesty, 
have  given  and  conceded,  and  by  these  presents  do  give  and  concede  to  the  said  Reverend 
Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  the  extent  and  quantity  of  land  following,  to  wit :  the 
quantity  of  six  hundred  arpents  of  land,  in  New  France  aforesaid,  at  the  place  called  Three 
Rivers,  where  our  company  is  building  an  habitation,  or  close  to  the  same,  as  will  be  advised 
by  the  Sieur  Champlain,  commanding  for  the   said  company  at  the  Fort  of  Quebec  and  on 
the  River  St.  Lawrence  ;  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  tract  of  land  unto  the  said  Reverend 
Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus  and  their  society  for  ever,  in  full  property  and  seigniory,  iu 
the  same  manner  as  it  has  pleased  the  King  to  grant  us  the  said  country  of  New  France, 
without  their  being  obliged  to  anything,  except  the  acknowledgement  (aveu)  for  this  time 
only,  dispensing  them  for  ever  thereafter,  and  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  we  have 
granted  and  do  grant  them  mortmain  of  the^tract  of  land  hereinabove  conceded,  to  cultivate 
and  erect  the  necessary  buildings  on  whicu  the  said  Reveieud  Fathers  or  others  of  their 
society  shall  send  such  persons  as  they  may  choose  ;  but  the  settlers  shall  not  be  allowed  on 
the  above  tract  of  land,  nor  elsewhere  in  New  France,  to  trade  in  skins  and  furs  otherwise 
ihaa  ofider  the  conditions  of  the   Kuig's  edict  for-  tuQ  estttbiiSiiinCat  ot  our  company,  ana 
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when  the  said  Reverend  Fathers  send  persons  to  cultivate  the  said  lands,  they  shall  every 
year  transmit  a  list  of  them  to  the  ofiBce  of  our  said  company,  so  that  it  may  be  assured 
thereof  and  so  far  discharged,  they  being  deducted  from  the  number  of  those  whom  it  is 
obliged  to  send  over  in  pursuance  of  the  edict  above  mentioned. 

Commanding  the  said  Sieur  Champlain  to  cause  the  said  Reverend  Fathers  of  the  Society 
of  Jesus  and  their  successors  to  enjoy  the  present  concession,  assigning  to  them  the  most 
convenient  place  near  our  said  settlement  of  Three  Rivers,  and  pointing  out  the  limits  of  the 
said  quantity  of  six  hundred  arpents  of  land,  and  to  put  them  in  possession  and  enjoyment  of 
the  same,  as  above  mentioned,  of  which  he  shall  make  a  report  {procis-verba^,  to  be  sent 
to  the  said  company  with  the  above  mentioned  acknowledgement  which  he  shall  receive  from 
the  said  Reverend  Fathers. 

Done  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  intendant,  directors  and  copartners  of  the  Company 
of  New  France  held  at  the  office  of  the  said  Company,  at  Paris,  the  fifteenth  day  of  Fe- 
bruary, one  thousand  six  hunered  and  thirty-four.

THE   REVEREND   JESUIT   FATHERS. 


Louis,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  France  and  Navarre. 
To  all  who  these  present  letters  shall  see,  greeting. 

Our  very  dear  and  well  beloved  the  members  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Jesus,  residing 
in  our  country  of  New  France,  having  most  humbly  represented  to  us  that  the  lands  of  the 
Prairie  de  la  Magdeleine  which  have  been  heretofore  granted  to  them,  being  too  wet  to  be 
sown  and  provide  for  the  subsistence  of  the  Iroquois  settled  there,  it  might  be  feared  that 
they  would  go  away,  if  we  were  not  pleased  to  grant  them  the  tract  of  land  called  Le  Sault, 
containing  two  leagues  in  front,  to  commence  at  a  point  of  land  situate  opposite  the  St.  Louin 
Rapids,  and  ascending  along  the  Lake,  by  the  same  depth,  with  the  two  islands,  the  islets 
and  shoals  opposite  and  joining  the  lands  of  the  said  Prairie  de  la  Magdeleine,  which  would 
allow  them  not  only  to  settle  the  s.  Iroquois,  but  also  to  increase  their  number  and  to  ex- 
tend  by  this  means  the  light  of  the  Faith  and  the  Gospel ; 

Now,  therefore,  being  desirous  of  contribuUng  to  the  conversion  and  instruction  of  the 

said  Iroquois,  and  favorably  treating  the  said  petitioners,  we  have  made  and  do  make  them 

a  gift  by  these  presents,  signed  with  our  hand,  of  the  said  tract  of  land  called  Le  Sault, 

containing  two  leagues  in  front,  commencing  at  a  point  of  land  situate  opposite  the  St.  Louis

We  do  hereby  permit  all  persons  desirous  of  bringing  to  the  said  Iroquois  rings, 
knives  and  such  other  small  wares  and  things,  to  do  so ;  most  expressly  prohibiting  and  for- 
bidding the  Frenchmen  who  may  settle  among  the  said  Iroquois,  or  other  Indian  nations, 
who  may  establish  themselves  on  the  said  tract  of  land  called  Le  Sault,  to  have  and  keep 
any  cattle,  and  all  persons  to  establish  any  tavern  in  the  village  of  the  said  Iroquois,  to  be 
built  on  the  said  tract  of  land. 

Hereby  commanding  our  well  beloved  and  trusty  officers  holding  our  supreme  council  at 
Quebec,  and  others  our  officers  of  justice  whom  it  may  concern,  that  these  our  letters  of 
gift  and  concession  they  cause  to  be  read  and  registered,  and  the  contents  thereof  to  be  en- 
joyed and  used  by  the  said  petitioners,  ceasing  and  causing  to  cease  all  troubles  and  hmder- 
ances  thereto,  for  such  is  our  pleasure. 

In  witness  whereof  we  have  caused  our  seal  to  be  affixed  to  these  presents.

THE   REVEREND    JESUIT   FATHERS. 


We,  Francois  de  Lauzon,  Councillor  to  the  King  in  his  Court  of  Parliament  of 

Bordeaux, 

To  all  present  and  to  come,  greeting. 

Being  well  informed  of  the  assistance  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  of  New  France 
receive  by  the  means  of  the  Religious  Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  the  members  ot 
which  still  daily  peril  their  lives  in  order  to  bring  the  savage  tribes  of  that  country  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and  having  read  the  petition  presented  to  us,  in  their  name,  by 
their  attorney,  whereby  they  ask  for  a  part  of  the  lands  granted  to  us  by  Messieurs  ol  the 
Company  of  New  France,  seigniors  of  the  said  country  in  virtue  of  the  donation  made  to 
them  by  His  Majesty,  which  lands  are  situated  along  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  on  the  south 
side  thereof ; 

We,  for  these  causes  and  the  good  wiil  which  we  boar  the  members  of  the  said  Religious 
Society,  have  very  willingly  given  and   granted  them  what  they  ask  of  us,  and  by  these 
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presents  do  give  and  grant  them  two  leagues  of  land  along  the  said  river  St.  Lawrence,  On 
the  south  side  thereof,  to  commence  running  from  the  Island  of  St.  Helen  as  far  as  a  quarter 
of  a  league  beyond  a  meadow  called  La  Prairie  de  la  Mugdelabe,  opposite  the  islands  which 
are  near  the  Sault  of  the  Island  of  Montreal,  a  space  containing  about  two  leagues,  which 
we  give  them  along  the  said  river  St.  Lawrence,  by  four  leagues  in  depth  in  the  interior  to- 
wards the  south,  together  with  the  woods,  meadows,  lakes,  rivers,  ponds  and  quarries  which 
may  be  found  within  the  extent  of  the  said  land,  to  cultivate  which  the  said  Religious  Society 
will  send  such  persons  as  they  may  please. 

This  donation  thus  made  in  order  that  we  may  be  participating  in  their  prayers  and  holy 
sacrifices. 

Praying  Monsieur  de  Montmagny,  lieutenant  general  for  the  King  at  Quebec  and  over  the 
whole  extent  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  and  places  depending  thereon,  that  he  may  be  pleased 
to  cause  the  members  of  the  said  Religious  Society  to  enjoy  the  present  concession,  assigning 
to  them  the  boundaries  and  limits  of  the  said  lands  above  specified,  and  to  cause  a  proci^s- 
verbal  thereof  to  be  drawn  up.

To  all  who  these  presents  letters  shall  see,  gpreeting. 

Know  ye,  that  on  the  petition  presented  to  us  by  the  Sieur  Bizard,  major  of  Montreal, 
to  the  effect  that  we  might  fae  pleased  to  grant  him,  under  the  lille  of  fief,  superior,  mean 
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and  inferior  jurisdiction  (haute,  moyenne  et  basse  justice),  an  island  called  Isle  Bonaven- 
ture,  situate  between  the  Island  of  Montreal  and  the  Isle  Jesus,  containing  about  three 
leagues  m  circumference,  together  with  the  inlands  and  islets  adjacent,  opposite  and  below

We,  in  virtue  of  the  power  given  to  us  by  His  Majesty,  jointly  with  Monsieur  le  comte 
de  Frontenac,  one  of  the  King's  councillors  in  his  councils,  governor  and  lieutenant  general 
for  His  Majesty  in  this  country,  and  in  consideration  of  the  good  and  praiseworthy  services 
which  the  said  Sieur  Bizard  has  rendered  to  His  said  Majesty,  and  of  the  zeal  with  which 
he  continues  to  serve  h.m  on  all  occasions,  have,  to  the  said  Sieur  Bizard,  given,  granted 
and  conceded,  and  by  these  presents  do  give,  grant  and  concede  the  said  Isle  Bonaventure, 
together  with  .he  islands  and  islets  adjacent,  opposite  and  below  the  said  island  :  to  have 
and  to  hold  the  same,  himself,  his  heirs  and  assigns  hereafter,  under  the  title  of  fief  seijrniorv 
superior,  nieun  and  inferior  jurisdiction,  subject  to  the  condition  of  fealty  and  homa-^  (M 
et  Iwmrmge)  which  the  said  Sieur  Bizard,  his  said  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  be  bound  to 
render  at  the  Castle  of  St.  Louis  in  Quebec,  of  which  he  shall  hold,  under  the  customary 
rights  and  dues,  and  agreeably  to  the  Custom  of  Paris,  which  shall  be  followed  in  this 
respect  provisionally  and  until  otherwise  ordained  by  His  Majesty,  and  that  the  appeals 
from  the  decisions  of  the  Judge  who  may  be  appointed  for  the  said  place  shall  lie  before  the 
lieutenant  general  of  Three  Rivers  until  one  shall  have  been  appointed  nearer  to  the  said 
Island  of  Bonaventure,  and  also  that  he  shall  keep  house  and  home,  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  kept  by  his  tenants  on  the  concessions  which  he  may  grant  them,  and  in  default  thereof 
he  shall  re-enter  ipso  jure  into  the  possession  of  the  said  lands  ;  and  that  the  said  Sieur 
Bizard  shall  preserve  and  cause  to  be  preserved  by  his  tenants  the  oak  timber  fit  for  shin 
budding  which  may  be  found  on  the  said  island  ;  and  that  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  to" 
the  King  or  to  us  of  the  mines,  ores  and  minerals  which  may  be  found  thereon,  and  shall 
leave  and  cau.e  to  be  left  all  necessary  roadways  and  passages  ;  the  whole  under  the 
pleasure  of  His  Majesty,  by  whom  he  shall  be  held  to  have  these  presents  confirmed  within 
one  year.

THE   SIEUR  POULIN. 

jACtiUES  DucHESNEAU,  Knight,  Seignior  of  la  Doucini^re  and  Ambrault,  Councillor 
to  the  King  in  his  State  and  Trivy  Councils,  Intendant  of  Justice,  Police  and  Finances 
of  Canada,  Acadia,  the  Island  of  Newfoundland,  and  other  Countries  of  North 
France. 

As  we  proceeded  to  the  making  of  the  terrier  of  the  domain  of  New  France  in  conse- 
quence of  the  decree  of  His  Majesty's  council  of  state,  held  at  the  camp  of  Lutin  in  the 
county  of  Naraur,  on  the  fourth  day  of  June  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-five, 
and  of  our  ordinance  thereon  passed  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  last. 

Before  us  appeared  Jeanne  Jalope,  widow  of  the  late  Master  Maurice  Poulin,  Sieur  de 
la  Fontaine,  in  his  life  time  King's  attorney  for  the  royal  jurisdiction  of  Three  Rivers,  who, 
as  well  in  her  own  name  as  in  her  capacity  of  tutrix  to  the  children  of  the  said  deceased  and 
of  herself,  has  represented  to  us  that  Monsieur  Talon,  then  intendant  for  His  Majesty  in 
this  country,  had  induced  the  said  late  Sieur  Poulin  to  cause  work  to  be  done  on  a 
certain  land  situate  oa  the  south=west  side  of  the  river  called  Three  Rivers,  with  promise  t»

give  liitn  a  title-deed  for  the  same,  as  it  is  mentioned  in  liis  letter  of  the  tenth  day  of  January 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  since  which  time  large  clearings  have  been  made 
and  several  buildings  erected  on  the  said  land,  as  well  by  the  said  deceased  as  by  herself  in 
her  said  capacities,  and  a  portion  of  the  same  has  been  conceded,  but  as  she  or  her  children

We,  under  His  Majesty's  pleasure,  have  given,  granted  and  conceded,  and  by  these 
presents  do  give,  grant  and  concede  unto  the  said  widow  Poulin,  in  her  said  capacities, 
one  league  of  land  in  front  on  the  south-west  side  of  the  river  called  Three  Rivers,  to  be 
taken  partly  above  and  partly  below  the  place  where  the  said  work  has  been  done  by  her

building which  may  bo  found  on  the  said  concession  ;  that  she  shall  immediately  give  notice 
to  the  King  of  the  mines,  ores  and  minerals  if  any  be  found  within  the  said  place,  and  that 
she  shall  leave  therem  the  necessary  roadways  and  passages  ;  a  certificate  whereof  is  hereby 
given. 

And  the  said  Jeanne  Jalope  having  declared  herself  unable  to  write  or  sign  her  name, 
on  being  asked  to  do  so,  we  have  signed  these  presents  with  our  hand,  and  caused  the  same 
to  be  countersignd  by  our  Secretary.

Our  greatest  desire  having  always  been  to  establish  a  strong  colony  of  natives  of  France 
in  New  France,  in  order  that  by  their  example  the  Indian  tribes  of  the  said  country  might 
be  instructed  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  brought  to  lead  a  civilised  life  under  the  King's 
dominion,  we  have  willingly  received  all  those  who  have  come  forward  to  help  us  in  that 
praiseworthy  undertaking,  and  especially  when  we  have  found  that  they  were  disposed  to 
undertake  the  cultivation  of  some  portion  of  the  lands  granted  to  our  said  company  by 
the  late  King  of  glorious  memory,  therefore,  being  fully  certified  of  the  good  qualities  of 
Pierre  Le  Gardeur,  Esquire,  Sieur  de  Repentigny,  for  these  and  other  causes  hereunto 
moving  us. 

We  have  given,  granted  and  conceded,  and  in  virtue  of  the  power  entrusted  to  us  by 
the  King  our  Sovereign  Lord,  do  by  these  presents  give,  grant  and  concede  unto  him  the 
lands  and  places  hereinafter  described,  that  is  to  say :  four  leagues  of  land  to  be  taken  along 
the  River  St.  Lawrence,  on  the  north  side  thereof,  joining  on  one  side  the  lands  heretofore 
conceded  to  the  Sieurs  Chevrier  aud  Le  Royer,  ascending  the  said  River  St.  Lawrence  from 
the  boundary  which  shall  be  set  up  between  the  said  lands  of  the  Sieurs  Chevrier  and  Le

Hereby  commanding  Monsieur  do  Montmagny,  governor  at  Quebec  for  the  King  and 
for  our  company,  that  he  put  the  said  Sieur  de  Repentigny  in  possession  of  the  lands  and 
places  above  conceded,  and  assign  him  the  boundaries  and  limits  thereof,  and  that  of  the 
prods-verbal  to  be  made  of  his  proceedings  in  this  matter  he  certify  the  company  by  the 
return  of  the  first  ships.

Louis  de  Buade  Frontenac,  Stc, 
Greeting  : 

The  affection  which  the  Sieur  Lemoine,  Esquire,  Sieur  de  Longueuil,  has  always  mani- 
fested for  the  King's  service  since  he  came  to  this  country,  and  the  readiness  with  which  he 
has  always  executed  the  orders  given  to  him  by  the  governors  our  predecessors,  whether 
during  the  wars  in  which  he  has  distinguished  himself  on  several  occasions,  or  in  divers  nego- 
tiations and  treaties  of  peace  which  he  has  made  by  their  order,  obliging  us  to  seek  the 
means  of  acknowledging  the  services  which  he  has  rendered  and  of  inducing  him  to  continue 
hereafter  to  display  the  same  zeal  which  he  has  always  shown  for  His  Majesty's  service,  and

We,  in  virtue  of  the  power  entrusted  to  us  by  llis  Majesty,  and  believing  that  wc  could 
not  better  carry  his  intentions  into  effect  than  hy  aiding  and  favoring  the  designs  of  such 
persons  as  are  laboring  to  form  the  Indians  to  the  French  way  of  living,  have,  under  his 
pleasure,  given  and  granted,  and  by  these  presents  do  give  and  grant  to  the  said  6ieur  Abbe 
de  F6nelon  three  islands  which  are  situate  in  Lake  St.  Louis  along  the  Island  ol  Monliea!, 
between  Lachine  and  Cape  St.  Giles,  called  the  Courcelle  Islands  ;  to  enjoy  and  dispose 
of  the  same  as  he  may  think  proper,  with  all  the  rights  of  i'lof  and  seigniory,  and  have  the

We,  in  virtue  of  the  power  entrusted  to  us  jointly  with  Monsieur  le  Comte  de  Frontenac, 
Councillor  to  the  King  in  his  Councils,  governor  and  lieutenant-general  for  His  Majesty 
in  this  country,  and  in  consideration  of  the  great  services  which  the  said  Sieurs  of  the  Semi-

Our  greatest  desire  being  to  establish  a  strong  colony  in  New  France,  in  order  to  instruct 
the  Indian  tribes  of  that  country  in  the  knowledge  of  (J od,  and  to  bring  them  to  lead  a 
civilized  life,  we  have  very  willingly  received  all  those  who  have  come  forward  to  aid  us  in 
that  praiseworthy  undertaking,  not  refusing  to  grant  them  certain  portions  of  the  lands 
gi-antcd  to  us  by  the  King  our  Sovereign  Lord ; 

Wherefore,  bemg  well  informed  of  the  good  intentions  of  Pierre  Cheverier,  Esquire,  Sicur 
de  Faucarops,  and  Jerome  Lc  Roycr,  Steur  dc  la  Dauversiere,  and  of  their  zeal  for  the

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Roman,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Religion,  and  their  affection  for  the  King's  service,  we  have, 
unto  the  said  Sicurs  Chevener  and  Le  Uoyer,  given,  granted  and  conceded,  and  m  virtue 
of  the  power  entrusted  to  us  by  His  Majesty,  do  by  these  presents  give,  grant  and  conceae 
the  lands  hereafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say :

much  the  more  cxteiuKJ. 
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The  said  Company  intends  that  the  present  concession  shonhl  not  cause  any  prejudice  to 
the  freedom  of  the  navigation,  which  shall  be  common  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  New  France, 
and  throu-houl  all  ll.e  plucks  hereinabove  conceded,  and  for  this  purpose,  that  there  he  left 
a  royal  hHmay  of  twenty  toises  in  width  all  around  the  said  island,  from  the  river  to  the 
o-rant.-d  lands,  and  a  similar  distance  on  the  river  St.  Lawrence  from  the  brh.k  of  the  same 
also  to  the  granted  lands,  the  whole  for  the  use  of  the  said  navigation  and  of  the  passage  by 
land. 

And  in  order  to  commence  the  settlement  of  the  said  granted  lands,  the  said  Sieurs  Chc- 
vericr  and  Le  lloyer  shall  be  held  to  send  tc  New  France  a  number  of  men  by  the  first  sh.p- 
n>cnt  which  the  said  company  shall  make,  with  the  provisions  necessary  for  their  food,  and 
shall  continue  from  year  to  year,  so  that  the  said  lands  may  not  remain  uncultivated  and  that 
the  colony  maybe  so  much  extended  ;  and  to  the  end  that  the  company  may  be  made  certain 
of  the  diligence  which  they  shall  use,  and  be  so  far  dischargeu  of  the  number  of  men  which  it

qualities  of  tlie  Sicur  de  IMontmagny,  knight  of  the  order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  and  of 
his  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  the  Roman,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Religion  and  lor  the 
service  of  His  Majesty  in  the  said  country,  we  have  given,  granted  and  conceded,  and,  in

Our  o-i-catest  desire  being  to  establish  a  strong  colony  in  New  France  in  order  to  instruct 
tlie  Indian  tribes  in  the  knowledge  of  the  true  God  and  bring  them  to  lead  a  civilised  life, 
wc  have  willingly  received  those  who  came  forward  to  aid  us  in  this  praiseworthy  under- 
taking, not  refusing  to  grant  them  some  portion  of  the  la«ds  conceded  to  us  by  the  ICing 

our  sovereign  lord  ; 

Therefore,  being  well  informed  of  the  good  intentions  of  Francois  de  Chavigny,  Esquire, 
Sieur  de  Berchereau,  and  Damoiselle  Eleonore  de  Grand-Maison,  his  wife,  of  the  parish 
of  Creancee  in  Champagne,  and  of  their  zeal  for  the  Roman,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Reli- 
gion, and  of  their  aflection  for  the  King's  service. 

We  have,  to  the  said  Sieur  de  Chavigny,  given,  granted  and  conceded,  and  in  virtue 
of  the  power  conferred  on  us  by  His  Majesty's  edict  for  the  establishment  of  our  Company, 
do  by  these  presents  give,  grant  and  concede  the  lands  and  places  hereinafter  described,  that 
is  to  say  :  two  arpcnts  of  land  to  be  taken  in  the  place  designated  for  the  city  and  banlieue 
of  Quebec,  if  there  remain  still  any  unconceded  lands  therein  or  adjoining  the  same,  to  build 
thereon  a  dwelling  with  a  garden  where  he  may  resida  with  his  family  ;  moreover,  thirty

of  one  dnnicr  of  cens,  payable  at  the  Fort  of  Quebec,  every  year,  on  the  day  which  shall 
hereafter  be  appointed,  the  aaid  cens  bearing  lab  et  ventes,  saisine  et  amendes-,  and  the 
said  half  league  on  the  River  St.  Lawrence  by  three  leagues  in  depth  inland  in  full  property, 
iurisdiction  and  seigniory,  also  for  ever,  unto  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  subject  neverthe- 
less to  the  condition   of  fealty  and  homage  {foi  et  honmagc)  which  the   said   Sieur  de 
Chavigny,  his  said  heirs  and  assigns  shall  be  held  to  perform  at  the  Fort  of  Quebec,  or  at 
any  other  place  which  may  hereafter  be  appointed  in  New  France,  by  one  liege  homage  at 
each  mutation  of  possessor,  and  of  paying  the  dues  and  profits  of  fief  on  such  mutation  of  pos- 
sessor   when  and  as  the  same  accrue  according  to  the  Custom  of  the  provostship  and  vis- 
counl'  of  Paris  ;  on  condition  also  that  the  appeals  from  the  Judge  who  may  be  established 
by  the  said  Sieur  de  Chavigny,  his  successors  or  assigns,  within  the  extent  of  the  said  fief, 
shall  lie  immediately  before  the  parliament  or  supreme   court  which  shall  hereafter  be 
established  in  the  name  of  the  Company  at  Quebec  or  elsewhere  in  New  France,  and  until 
then  such  appeals  shall  lie  before  the  governor  of  Quebec,  who  shall  take  sovereign  cogni- 
zance of  the  same  according  to  the  commissions  of  the  King  and  of  Mylord  the  cardinal 
duke  of  Uichclieu,  peer  of  France,  master  and  superintendent  general  of  the  navigation  and 
commerce  of  France. 

And  moreover,  neither  the  said  Si^ur  de  Chavigny,  his  successors  and  assigns,  nor  any 
nersons  who  may  go  over  from  France  to  inhabit  and  cultivate  the  said  conceded  lands,  nor 
any  other  pei  .ons  residing  thereon,  shall  have  the  right  of  trading  (or  beaver  skins  or  otl.cr 
furs  with  the  Indians,  except  by  way  of  truck  or  exchange  for  the  produce  of  the  above  con- 
cr>ded  lands,  and  i>i  such  case  they  shall  be  held  to  deliver  the  said  beaver  skins  and  other 
fum  into  the  bands  of  the  clerks  of  the  said  Company,  on  their  paying  them  the  price  men- 
t  oned  in  thr-  King's  edict  for  the  establishment  of  the  said  Company,  the  whole  on  paui 
of  confiscation  of  the  said  beaver  skins  and  other  furs,  and  of  a  fine  which  shall  be 
adjudged  b)  the  governor  of  Quebec. 

Nor  shall  the  said  Sieur  de  Chavigny,  his  successors  or  assigns  have  the  right  of  building 
any  fort  or  fortress  in  the  said  place  held  in  fief,  or  obstruct  in  any  way  whatsoever  the 
navieation  of  the  said  River  St.  Lawrence  opposite  the  said  conceded  lands  ;  but  they  shall 
be  held  to  leave,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  navigation  and  of  the  passage  on  the  said 
river,  a  highway  of  twenty  toises  in  breadth  from  the  border  of  the  said  river,  when  it  is 
highest,  to  the  nearest  lands  or  habitations  thereon. 

And  the  said  Sieur  de  Chavigny  shall  send  at  least  four  working  men  to  commence  the 
clearing,  besides  his  wife  and  servant  maid,  and  that  by  the  first  ships  which  wdl  sai  from 
Dieppe  or  La  Rochelle,  together  with  the  goods  and  provisions  for  their  support  during 
three  years,  which  shall  be  gratuitously  brought  and  carried  for  him  to  Quebec  m  New 
France,  on  condition  that  he  shall  send  the  whole  on  board  of  the  slaps  o  the  said 
Company  a.  Dieppe  or  La  Rochelle,  the  whole  on  pain  of  nullity  of  these  presents. 

And  in  order  that  the  Company  may  be  assured  of  the  work  which  bM\  be  perfonned  for 
the  clearing  of  the  said  lands,  the  said  Sieur  de  Chavigny,  his  successors  o.  assigns  siiai.  m: 
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held  to  deliver  each  year  into  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Company  a  list  of  the 
men  whom  they  shall  send,  and  who  are  to  be  counted  in  the  number  of  those  whom  the 
Company  is  obliged  to  send,  according  to  the  articles  granted  to  it  by  the  King,  to  form  the 
colony.

Our  greatest  desire  having  always  been  to  establish  in  New  France  a  strong  colony  of 
natives  of  France,  in  order  that  by  their  example  the  Indian  tribes  of  the  said  country  might 
be  instructed  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  brought  to  lead  a  civilised  life  under  the  King's 
dominion,  we  have  willingly  received  those  who  have  come  forward  to  aid  us  in  this  praise- 
worthy undertaking,  and  especially  when  we  found  that  they  were  disposed  to  undertake  the 
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cultivation  of  sotno  portion  of  tbe  lanils  granted  to  our  said  company  by  the  late  King  of 
glorious  memory  ; 

Therefore,  being  fully  certified  of  the  good  qualities  of  Francois  de  Chavigny,  Esquire, 
Sieur  de  Bercbcrcau,  and  of  bis  zeal  for  the  Catholic,  Apostolic  and  Roman  Religion,  and 
his  aflection  for  the  King's  service  ; 

We  have  granted  and  conceded  to  him  half  a  league  of  land  along  the  River  St.  Law- 
rence in  New  France,  by  three  leagues  in  depth  inland,  under  the  clauses  and  conditions  set 
forth  in  the  letters  of  concession  which  the  company  caused  to  be  issued  to  him,  daied  the 
fourth  day  of  December  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  said

granted,  under  the  same  title,  clauses,  condilious  and  reserves  as  those  set  forth  in  the  said 
former  concession  of  the  fourth  day  of  December  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty,  without 
any  cban-e  or  diflerence  whatever,  although  the  whole  is  not  herein  expressed  more  at 
length  ;  and  the  said  Sieur  Chavigny  shall  have  the  right  of  including  the  present  conces- 
sion under  one  and  the  same  usual  title  as  what  is  contained  in  the  former  one  of  the  above 
date  ;  for  thus  it  has  been  granted  to  him.

brought  under  the  King's  dominion ;  after  the  good  intentions  of  the  Sieur  Robert  Giffard, 
and  his  zeal  for  the  Catholic,  Apostolic  and  Roman  Religion,  and  for  the  King's  service, 
have  been  made  apparent  to  us ; 

We,  therefore,  and  in  virtue  of  the  power  entrusted  to  us  by  His  Majesty,  have  granted 
and  conceded,  and  by  these  presents  do  grant  and  concede  unto  the  said  Sieur  Giffard  the 
extent  and  quantity  of  lands  followiug,  that  is  to  say  :  one  league  of  land  to  be  taken  along 
the  shore  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  by  one  league  and  a  half  in  depth  inland,  at  the  place 
where  the  river  called  N  tre-Dame  de  Beauport  discharges  itself  into  the  said  river  St. 
Lawrence,  the  said  river  Notrc-Dame  included ;  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said 
Sieur  Giflard,  his  successors  or  assigns,  in  full  jurisdiction,  property  and  seigniory,  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  rights  as  it  has  pleased  His  Majesty  to  grant  the  country 
of  New  France  to  the  said  company,  with  the  exception,  however,  of  fealty  and  homage 
(/oi  et  hommagc)  which  the  said  Sieur  Giftard,  his  successors  or  assigns  shall  be  bound  to 
render  at  the  Fort  St.  Louis  of  (Quebec,  or  at  any  other  place  which  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  said  company,  by  one  full  homage  at  each  mutation  of  possessor  of  the  said  lands,  with 
a  piece  of  gold  weighing  one  ounce,  and  one  year's  revenue  of  what  the  said  Sieur  Giffard 
shall  have  reserved  to  himself  after  he  shall  have  granted  in  fief  or  d  cens  et  rentes  the  whole 
or  part  of  the  said  lands,  and  that  the  appeals  from  the  judge  who  may  bs  established  at  the 
said  place  shall  lie  immediately  before  the  court  of  supreme  jurisdiction  which  shall  hereafter 
be  established  in  the  '  ^ ountry ;  that  the  men  whom  the  said  Sieur  Giffard  or  his  successors 
shall  send  to  New  ,.  i  shall  serve  to  the  discharge  of  the  said  Company,  in  diminution  of 
the  number  which  it  is  obliged  to  send  to  that  country,  and  to  that  end  he  shall  deliver  each 
year  a  list  of  tliem  at  the  office  of  the  said  company,  so  that  it  may  be  certified  thereof;  with- 
out however  the  said  Sieur  Giffard,  or  his  successors,  having  the  right  to  trade  for  furs  and 
skins  in  the  said  place  or  any  other  place  in  New  France,  otherwise  than  under  the  conditions 
of  the  edict  establishing  the  said  company ;  besides  which  things  the  company  has  moreover 
granted  to  the  said  Sieur  Giffard,  his  successors  or  assigns,  a  place  near  the  Fort  of  Quebec, 
containing  two  arpents,  to  erect  thereon  a  dwelling  house,  with  the  conveniences  of  a  yard 
and  garden,  which  place  he  shall  hold  d  cens  of  the  said  Fort  of  Quebec,  without  the  said 
Sieur  Giffard,  his  successors  or  assigns,  having  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  whole  or  part  of 
the  lands  hereinabove  granted  to  him  without  the  will  and  consent  of  the  said  company ,during 
the  term  and  space  of  ten  years  to  be  computed  from  the  date  hereof,  after  which  time  it 
shall  be  at  his  option  to  dispose  of  the  same  in  favor  of  persons  possessing  the  qualities  re- 
quired by  the  edict  establishing  the  said  company;  nor  shall  the  said  Giffard,  his  successors 
and  assigns,  have  the  right  to  build  fortifications  on  the  above  granted  lands  without  the 
permission  of  the  said  company. 

And  we  hereby  command  the  Sieur  Champlain,  commanding  for  the  said  company, 
under  the  authority  of  the  King  and  of  Mylord  the  cardinal  de  Richelieu,  grand  master,  chief 
and  superintendent  general  of  the  navigation  and  commerce  of  France,  at  the  fort  and  settle- 
ment of  Quel  c  and  throughout  the  extent  of  the  said  river  St.  Lawrence  and  adjacent 
lands,  that  he  cause  the  said  Sieur  Giffard  to  enjoy  the  present  grant,  and  put  him  in  posses- 
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session  of  the  lands  and  places  hereinabove  conceded  to  him  5  of  all  which  he  .^hall  certify 
the  said  company  by  the  return  of  the  first  ships  to  France. 

Done  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  Company  of  New  France,  held  at  the  hotel  of  Mon- 
sieur le  President  de  Lauzon,  councillor  to  the  King  in  his  state  and  privy  councils,  intend- 
ant  of  the  said  company.

sustained  for  that  object,  when  he  was  made  priaonntr  by  the  English  with  the  fleet  in  the  year 
1628,  the  company  has  endeavoured,  in  acknowledgement  thereof,  to  gratify  the  said  Sieur 
Giffard,  and  particularly,  at  the  meeting  of  the  15th  January  1634,  held  at  our  hotel  in 
France,  has  granted  Iiim  one  league  of  land  in  front  on  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  to  commence

TO   THE   REVEREND    RECOLLECT   FATHERS. 


Louis  de  Buade,  Count  dc  Falluau,  councillor  to  the  King  in  his  councils,  governor  and 
lieutenant  general  for  His  Majesty  in  Canada,  Acadia,  the  Island  of  Newfouuland  and 
other  Countries  of  New  France. 

To  all  who  these  present  letters  shall  see,  greeting. 

On  what  has  been  represented  to  us  by  the  Revd.  Father  de  la  Ribourde,  provincial  vicai- 
and  superior  of  the  Reverend  Recollect  Fathers  of  this  country,  that,  since  the  year  1615, 
several  Religious  Fathers  of  their  order,  from  the  province  of  Paris,  had  come  to  this 
country  for  the  instruction  of  the  heathen  Indians  thereof,  where  having  arrived  they  took 
possession  of  a  certain  quantity  of  land  which  had  been  granted  them  along  the  river  St. 
Charles,  on  which  they  erected  buildings  for  themselves  and  a  cliapel  called  Notre-Dame 
des  Anges,  and  remained  and  resided  thereon,  going  on  missions  in  the  country  and  fulfill- 
ing the  duties  of  curate  of  this  city  of  Quebec,  until  the  year  1629,  wjien  they  were  obliged  to 
return  to  Fiance,  this  said  country  having  been  taken  by  the  English,  who  were  in  possession 
of  it  for  several  years,  since  which  time  the  said  Recollect  Fathers  'lid  not  return  because 
several  considerations  prevented  them  from  doing  so,  and  because  they  did  not  obtain  per- 
jnission  to  return  till  the  jear  1669,  when  they  embarked  with  their  titles  to  come  again  to  this 
country,  settle  therein  and  resume  possession  of  the  said  place  of  Notre-Dame  des  Angcs 
and  the  lands  thereon  depending  ; 

But  having  been  obliged  to  put  back  to  Portugal,  God  permitted  that  having  sailed  from 
the  port  of  Lisbon  to  return  to  France,  they  should  be  wrecked  and  lose  their  said  titles 
concerning  the  ownership  of  the  lands  belonging  to  them  at  the  said  place  of  Notre-Dame 
des  Anges,  without  any  others  remaining  to  them,  and  having  re-embarked  the  following  year 
for  the  same  purpose  with  four  letters  de  cachet  from  the  King,  dated  at  St.  Germain  en 
Laye  the  4th  day  of  April  1670,  signed  "  Louis,"  and  further  down  "  Colbert,"  and  ad- 
dressed, the  first  to  the  Reverend  Father  Germain  Allart,  then  provincial  of  the  said  Re- 
collect Fathers  in  the  said  province,  ordering  him  to  come  to  this  country  with  four 
others  of  his  order,  who  were  the  Reverend  Father  de  la  P»,ibourdo,  Father  Simple  Laudoii, 
Father  Hilarion  and  Brother  Anselmc  BarJou,  to  resume  possession  of  their  said  lands ;  the 
second  to  Monsieur  de  Courcelle,  then  governor  of  this  country,  commanding  him  to  support 
with  his  authority  the  said  Reverend  Father  Allart  and  procure  the  re-establishment  of  the 
said  Recollect  Fathers  ;  the  third  to  Monsieur  the  Bishop  of  Petrea,  for  the  same  purpose ; 
the  fourth  to  Monsieur  Talon,  then  intendant  of  this  country,  also  to  the  same  end  ; 

They  arrived  here  safely,  and  took  the  necessary  steps  to  resume  the  possession  of  the 
lands  belonging  to  them  at  the  said  place  of  Notre-Dame  des  Anges,  according  to  the  said 
letters  oi  cachet,  and  to  documents  which  they  had  recovered  at  their  convent  in  Paris,  an  J 
from  several  old  inhabitants  of  this  country,  but  were  at  first  preventod  from  sjO  doing  by 
several  persons  who  had  taken  possession  of  the  said  lands,  and  they  even  found  that  the 
greater  portion  thereof  had  been  given  and  conceded  during  tlieir  absence  by  Monsieur  Da-

Which  said  Recollect  Falhers,  in  order  to  avoid  a  law  suit,  and  live  as  truly  Religious,  have 
made  a  compromise  with  tlio  said  Religious  Ladies  in  respect  to  the  said  lands,  which  the 
latter  were  in  possession  of,  by  a  deed  passed  before  Bccquet,  royal  notary  in  this  city,  on  the 
2nd  day  of  November  1672,  and  exchanged  a  part  of  the  same  with  the  said  Religious 
Ladies  as  representing  and  having  acquired  the  lands  of  the  said  widow  and  heirs  of  the 
said  late  Sieur  de  Repentigny,  by  deed  passed  before  the  said  Becquet,  notary,  on  the  20th 
day  of  April  last,  so  that  the  said  Fathers  still  remain  in  possession  of  one  hundred  and  six 
arpents  of  land  by  ten  arpents  in  front  on  the  said  river  St.  Charles ;

To  which  inclining,and  wishing  to  treat  favorably  the  said  Recollect  Fathers,  in  order  the 
more  to  oblige  them  to  continue  the  s,,iritual  assistance  which  they  give  in  this  country,  after 
having  examined  the  said  letters  of  cwc/ici  collated  and  signed  "  Chassebras,"  councillor, 
secretary  to  the  King's  household  and  crown  of  France  of  the  ancient  milpge,  and  also  the 
titles  and  contracts  above  mentioned,  together  with  the  registration  t.  .  .t  the  supreme 

council ; 

AVe,  in  virtue  of  the  power  conferred  on  us  by  His  Majesty,  and  rightly  to  fulfil  his  in- 
tentions, have  given,  granted  and  conceded,  and  by  these  presents  do  givo,  grant  and  con- 
cede unto  the  Reverend  Recollect  Fathers  the  quantity  of  one  hundred  and  six  arpents  of

Our  trusty  and  well  beloved  the  Sieur  Talon,  Councillor,  Secretary  of  our  Cabinet  in 
survivorsliip,  and  Captain  of  our  Castle  of  Marimoiit,  has  caused  to  be  represented  to  us 
that  in  consideration  of  the  services  which  ho  has  heretofore  rendered  to  us  during  several 
years,  iu  New  France,  in  the  capacity  of  intendant  of  justice,  police  and  fuiauces  of  the  said 
country,  in  strengthening  and  extending  the  colony  of  our  subjects  which  has  been  formed 
there  ; 

We  have,  by  our  letters  lated  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  cne  thousand  six  hundred  aud 
seventy-one,  given,  granted  and  conceded  unto  him  the  laud,  fief  and  seigniory  called  dcs 
Islets,  in  the  said  country,  together  with  three  neighbouring  villages  to  us  belonging,  the 
lirst  called  J3ourg  Royal,  the  second  Bourg  la  Rcine,  and  the  third  Bourg  Talon,  witli 
their  appcrtenances  aud  dependencies  whatever  they  might  consist  of,  which  wc  have  united 
and  incorporated  with  the  said  land,  fief  and  seigniory  des  Islets,  and  erected  the  said  seigniory 
into  the  title  and  dignity  of  a  barony  ; 

The  said  Sieur  Talon  to  enjoy  the  same  in  full  property  and  to  call,  name  and  style  him- 
self Baron  des  Islets  in  all  acts,  whether  judicial  or  otherwise,  and  in  that  quality  to  enjoy 
the  lionors,  armorial  bearings,  prerogatives,  rank  and  precedence  as  well  at  war  as  at 
meetings  of  the  nobility  or  otherwise,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  Barons  of  our  King- 
dom, although  not  specified  in  our  said  letters,  and  have  willed  and  ordained  that  all  \\\v.

Aud  in  order  to  furllier  gratify  hhn,  we  liave  also  by  our  aforcMiiil  letters  given  hiin  tlie 
right  of  superior,  mean  and  inferior  jurisdiction  throughout  the  whole  extent  as  well  of  the 
said  land,  lief  and  seigniory  des  Islets  as  of  the  said  boroughs,  appurtenances  and  dependen- 
cies, to  cause  the  said  jurisdiction  to  be  exercised  jointly  under  the  said  title  of  baron  and 
castellain,  and  in  such  place  of  the  said  barony  and  castellany  des  Islets,  as  to  him  might 
seem  meet,  by  one  castellan  judge,  lieutenant,  clerk,  fiscal  attorney  and  other  officers, 
whom  he  would  and  mijTlit  appoint,  with  the  same  rights,  power  and  authority  which  belong 
to  other  barons  having  superior  jurisdiction  (hauts-jiisticicrs)  of  our  Kingdom,  which  judges 
shall  entitle  their  sentences  and  judgements  with  the  title  of  barony  and  castellany  des  Islets, 
without  any  change  of  jurisdiction  {rcssort)  or  contravention  to  the  royal  cases  ; 

And  moreover  to  establish  gaols,  a  four  post  gibbet  where  he  might  think  proper,  within 
the  extent  of  the  oaid  baronny  and  castellany,  aud  a  post  with  an  iron  collar  on  which  his 
arms  should  be  engvaved  ; 

The  whole  on  condition  that  ihcre  should  be  no  change  in  the  tenure  belonging  to  us 
throughout  the  extent  of  the  said  country,  by  one  act  of  fealty  and  homage,  avcu  et  demmhre- 
mcuL  for  tlie  said  land  aud  barony,  under  the  rights  and  duties  due  to  us  and  ordained  in  the 
said  country,  and  without  any  claim  on  our  part  or  on  that  of  the  Kings  our  successors,  in 
default  of  male  heirs  born  in  lawful  wedlock,  to  have  the  said  barony  reunited  to  our  domain 
according  to  tiie  ordinance  of  the  month  of  July  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six, 
from  which  v(!  have  derogated  in  this  respect  only. 

Which  letters  the  said  Sieur  Talon  has  caused  to  be  registered  at  the  supreme  council 
established  at  Quebec  and  wherever  need  has  been  ;  and  inasmuch  as  since  the  granting 
of  the  said  letters  he  has  continued  his  services  to  us  in  the  said  country  and  given  still 
stronger  proofs  of  his  zeal  and  afl'ection,  wishing  to  acknowledge  the  same  and  prove  to  him 
more  and  more,  on  our  part,  our  affection  and  satisfaction,  we  have  judged  that  we  could 
not  better  do  so  than  by  erecting  into  a  county  the  said  land  and  barony,  which  unites  all 
the  marks  and  qtialities  required  to  that  effect,  and  the  rights  whereof  constitute  a  revenue 
siiiTicient  to  maintain  and  support  in  future  that  eminent  title,  and  by  clmnging  the  name  of 
the  said  barony  into  that  of  Orsainvillo.

the  (iiguity  of  count,  although  not  here  particularly  specified  ;  that  all  the  vassals,  arritrc- 
Wissaux  and  other  noble  tenants  acknowledge  him  as  count,  render  him  fealty  and  homage 
as  such,  iiivo  him  i\im  avcux,  (Uiionihrcmcnls  and  declarations,  i\\v,  case  orcurring,  and  the

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officers  adiDinistering  justice  in  the  saitl  county  shall  entitle  their  sentences  and  judgments 
under  the  same  name,  without  howevei  any  mutation  or  change  of  jurisdiction,  or  contraven- 
tion to  the  royal  cases,  or  by  reason  <if  the  present  erecion  and  chanoe  of  title  and  name 
tlie  said  Sieur  Talon  being  held  towards  us,  or  his  vassah,  and  tenants  t^owards  him,  to  any 
greater  duties  than  tiiose  which  tl  at  present  owe,  subject  to  the  condition  that  he  shall 
hold  from  us  by  one  act  of  fealty  -md  iiomage,  rights  and  duties. 

And  also  without  derogating  from  or  prejudicing  any  rights  and  duties  which  may  be  d.n« 
to  others  than  us,  or  the  said  county  of  Orsainville  bei.g  subject  to  reversion  or  rem..,,, 
to  our  domain  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  notwithstaraling  the  edicts  of  the  years  one

that  for  that  purpose  they  require  a  convenient  place  m  the  space  set  aside  for  the  city  which 
our  company  intends  to  build  at  (Quebec,  to  erect  thereon  ^  church,  dwellings  for  the 
teachers  and  scholars,  a  yard  and  enclosure  for  the  said  college  an*^  seminary  ; 

We,  thfrefore,  being  desirous  of  contributing  our  share  to  so  praiseworthy  and  salutary

To  all  who  these  present  It;Ucia  .-.hall  see,  greeting. 
We  do  hereby  make  known  that,  being  desirous  of  collecting  in  certain  place*  the  wander- 
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faith  and  religion,  and  finding  that  a  certain  number  of  them  had  chosen,  for  some  years  past, 
a  place  which  they  call  in  their  language  Kamiskcla  iPAngiichit,  commonly  called  by  the 
Frenchmen  Siilery  or  VAnse  St.  Joseph;  and  moreover  cons  idering  that  the  Jesuits,  finding 
that  the  place  was. agreeable  to  the  Indians,  had  caused  a  c  hurch  to  be  there  built  for  them> 
in  which  they  admiMistcr  O.w  sacremeiils  to  those  whom  they  have  baptise  d  there  ;  and  wisln 
iug  to  favor  so  great  an  undertaking  and  to  retain  thtse  good  neophytes  near  their  church, 

We  have  granted  and  by  these  presents  do  grant  them,  of  our  own  free  will,  an  extent  of 
one  league  of  land  from  the  Point  which  terminates  Ca-ie  St.  Joseph,  ascending  the  great 
nvcr>St.  Lawrence,  by  four  leagues  in  depth,  the  whole  under  the  conduct  and  direction  of  the 
Jesuit  Fathers,  wbu  have  converted  them  to  the  Christian  faith,  and  of  their  successors, 
without,  however,  derogating  from  the  concessions  which  we  have  heretofore  made  of  some 
portions  of  land  to  some  French  private  individuals  within  tlie  said  extent,  who  shall  hold 
of  the  Christian  chief  of  the  Indians,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  held  of  us  before  this  do- 
nation, which  we  make  full  and  entire,  together  with  all  the  seigniorial  rights  which  we  have 
or  may  claim,  save  and  except  the  jurisdiction  which  we  reserve  to  ourselves  the  right  of 
having  exercised  by  our  officers  at  Quebec,  granting  them  all  the  other  rights  which  a 
seignior  can  enjoy ; 

Moreover,  we  grant  unto  those  new  Christians  who  inhabit  the  said  country  the  full  right 
of  hunting  and  also  the  right  of  tishhig  in  the  great  river  St.  Lawrence,  along  the  lands  of  die 
present  concession  bordering  on  the  said  river,  and  no  other  person  shall  have  the  right  of 
fishing  therein  without  their  leave  and  permission  ;  hereby  revoking  the  concession  hereto- 
fore granted  by  us  to  the  governor  of  New  France,  in  consequence  of  the  opposition  made 
on  the  spot  to  his  entering  into  possession  in  virtue  of  the  same. 

And  we  also  grant  them  all  the  meadows  and  pastures,  and  all  other  things  which  may 
be  found  on  the  banks  or  shores  or  on  such  parts  thereof  as  the  tides  leave  dry,  opposite  their 
lands  and  concession,  and  no  person  else  shall  have  the  right  to  take  or  collect  anytliing 
thereon  without  their  permission ;  they  nevertheless  leaving  the  road  free  to  the  public  along 
the  river  and  other  necessary  places  to  be  settled  by  our  officers  on  the  spot ;  to  have  and  to 
hold  the  said  tract  of  land  and  things  above  conceded  unto  the  said  Indians  in  j'ranc-alleu, 
without  being  subject  to  the  payment  of  any  dues  to  the  Company  of  New  France.

We,  Charles  IIuault  de  Montmagny,  knight  of  the  order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem, 
governor  and  lieutenant  general  for  the  King  over  the  whole  extent  of  tha  great  River 
St.  Lawrence  in  New  France,  lakes  and  rivers  running  into  the  same  and  all  places 
depending  thereon,   do   hereby   declare   that  the   lands  bounded  as   follows  shall   hence- 
forward and  for  ever  be  common  to  the  inhabitants  of  Three  Rivers  for  the  pasture  of 
their  cattle,  according  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  specified,  to  wit :  the  tract  of  land 
bounded  on  the  south-east  side  by  the  road  which  runs  along  the  great  River  St.  Lawrence, 
on  the  north-west  side  by  a  line  running  north-east  and  south-west,  starting  from  a  boundary 
which  we  have  set  up  to  divide  the  tract  of  land  which  is  to  be  common  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Three  Rivers  from  that  belonging  to  the  Sieur  de  la  Poterie,  on  the  north-east  side  by  a  line 
running  north-west  and  south-east,  starting  from  a  boundary  dividing  the  said  laud  of  the 
Common  from  that  on  which  are  built  the  houses  of  Gaspard  Boucher  and  Urbain  Baudry
